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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt of the papers filed on April 3, 2008, is acknowledged. Claims 112, 
119 and 122 have been canceled. Claims 68-77, 80-85,107-111, 113-115, 118, 120, 
121 and 123-130 are pending. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on April 3, 2008, disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 7,001,471 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

No." has been deleted. 

Page 18, line 2: "P98-0039)" has been deleted. 
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In the Claims: 

Claim 123 has been canceled. 

The amendments to the specification have been made to update the status of 
the related applications to be consistent with the data in the PALM system and to 
provide a missing serial number. In the amendment filed by applicant on April 3, 
2008, claim 122 was canceled. Claim 123 was dependent on claim 122 which was 
dependent on claim 118. The limitations of claim 123 were the essentially the same 
as claim 120 which also is dependent on claim 118. Consequently, claim 123 has 
been canceled. 

4. On page 2 of the IDS filed on November, 29, 2002, the publication date has 
been added to the citation for the Nguyen et al article. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
terminal disclaimed has overcome the nonstatutory double patenting rejection of 
record. Cancellation of claim 112 has overcome the objection to this claim. 
Cancellation of claim 119 and 122 has overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph. As indicated in the office action dated January 10, 2008, the 
amendments to independent claims 68, 80, 82, 84 and 118 made by applicant in the 
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papers filed on October 23, 2007, were considered to overcome the rejections of 
record under 35 U.S.C. 103 for the reasons given in applicant's Remarks.
